THE COMMISSIONER: This is the contract with 


Dr. Astaphan.

oe This is the contract with Dr. Astaphan? 
A. Yes. 
+P Looking at that document, did it strike 


you peculiar that Dr. Astaphan addressed this letter of 
intent or contract to you and not to Ben? 

A. I asked Jamie to write up this contract 
so I guess he addressed it to me. 

Q. But, why wouldn't he address it to Ben 


Johnson. Why would he address it to you, when the 
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contract is supposed to be between Dr. Astaphan and Ben 
Johnson? 

A. I think you'd have to ask Jamie 
Astaphan that. I can't answer that. 

cs I also note at the second page at the 
bottom, he says, once again addressed to you, "Please sign 
the addressed copy of this letter to signify your 
agreement with its contents"? 

A Yes, I see that. 

3 This letter seems to imply that you 


were in charge of Ben's finances?

On Would that not imply that? 
AS No, it seems to imply that he wrote the 


letter to me as I asked him to.

Q. You have no explanation for that? 

THE COMMISSIONER: You didn't sign it, 
actually. You did not sign it; Mr. Johnson signed it? 


THE “"WLTNESS:” No, I’ didnt. I went over 
this with Ben and Ben signed it. I asked Ben if this 
was -- if this was, you know, fine and in order as far as 


he was concerned and he was. 
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Probably the reason that, outside of the 
fact that I asked him to outline this, was that some 
direction from the CTFA is to have something in writing as 
to, you know, what Jamie Astaphan was doing for Ben and I 


was one of the contacts that Ben used with CTFA. 


MR. FUTERMAN: 

OO. All right. You can just leave that 
exhibit or a copy of the exhibit there and we'll pick it 
up later. Just taking you back for a moment to the Mazda 
club that was formed, when did the name change to Mazda? 

I think you said early 1986 but perhaps I'm wrong. 

A. That's my best recollection but Charlie 
registered the Mazda club and, you know, Charlie would 
know when -- there was discussions about the possibility 
of Mazda doing some sponsorship with some athletes for, 
you know, for some period of time before, you know, there 
was a Mazda group. 

Q. Am I correct in saying that insofar as 
Mazda was concerned, that Charlie Francis determined which 
of the athletes -- I'm going to qualify that ina 
moment -- which of the athletes and which of the so-called 
supporting cast, people like the physiotherapist and the 
doctor, were allowed to receive a bonus under the monies 


that Mazda paid to the Optomist Club? 
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A. Again, you would have to ask Charlie 
that. I would assume that Charlie had a strong influence 
over which athletes, you know, would be in the group but I 
would assume that Mazda also had a fairly strong influence 
on which athletes they wanted, you know, to put their 
money into sponsorship towards. 

Q. As I understand it and perhaps it may 
be unfair to ask you this question because you may not 
know, but that Mazda had a specific contract with four of 
the athletes namely, Ben, Angie, Mark McKoy and Desai 
Williams, and then the rest of the funds were paid to the 
Mazda Optomist club, I guess through the CTFA, and Charlie 


Francis decided who got what, is that correct? 


A. You would have to ask Charlie that. 
ete as 

oF You don't know? 

A. I didn't, you know, have that close a 


working relationship with the Mazda club. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Actually, you told us 
yesterday that it was Mr. Heidebrecht that told you about 
the $25,000 for the -- for Waldemar? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

THE COMMISSIONER: And for Dr. Astaphan, who 
told you that about Dr. Astaphan? I have forgotten now, 


the $25’? 
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THE WITNESS: Yes. 
THE COMMISSIONER: It was Mr. Heidebrecht? 


THE WITNESS: Yes. 


MR. FUTERMAN: 
Q. You're sure it was Harry Heidebrecht 


that gave you the $25,000 for Waldemar, or for Dr. 


Astaphan? 
Pee Yes. 
Co You're sure that came from him? 
A. Well, I'm sure he handed me the cheque 


or the bank draft or whatever it was, yes. 
. It didn't come from the CTFA to the 


Optomist Club or the Mazda Optomist club? 


A. No. 

an You're quite sure about that? 

A I'm quite sure about that. 

MR. FUTERMAN: Thank you, Mr. Commissioner. 


Thank you, Mr. Earl. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Any re-examination, Mr. 
Sullivan. 

MR. SULLIVAN: No questions. 

THE COMMISSIONER: I just have a few 
questions to clarify some matters which I raised earlier 


in the Inquiry. 
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I want to ask you a bit about the Sport 
Canada funding for track and field. And it is, I 
understand, takes several avenues. One is funding to the 
CTFA now, directly? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

THE COMMISSIONER: And when you ran the 
Scarborough Optomist Track Club did you have funding from 
the CTFA to it as well? Did you get money from the CTFA 
or from Sport Canada? 

THE WITNESS: CTFA was very careful not to 
give any money to any club at all. Now, they--- 

THE COMMISSIONER: Did you get money from 
Sport Canada then in those days? 

THE WITNESS: No. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Before they changed to 
York University? 

THE WITNESS: No, there was only one time 
that money ever came to the club that, you know, could 
have been classified like government money and that was 
the Canadian Olympic Association in the late '70's had set 
up a sum of money, I believe it was $25,000, and this was 
an encouragement for clubs and the money was --- 

THE COMMISSIONER: Who set that up? I'm 


sorry. 


THE WITNESS: The Canadian Olympic 
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Association. 

THE COMMISSIONER: I see, right. 

THE WITNESS: And this was set up for clubs 
as like a honorarium or a reward for the number of A and B 
and C carded athletes they developed and the number of 
medals. 

Now, this money eventually was discontinued 
and this money was given to the CTFA and originally became 
the first salary that Charlie Francis received. So.... 

THE COMMISSIONER: That was from the COA? 
GOA’ first? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

THE COMMISSIONER: I see. We've heard, 
though, that the policy of Sport Canada and, I guess in 
combination with CTFA, that the best way of developing 
elite athletes was these high performance centres, not 
only in track and field but other sports as well? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

THE COMMISSIONER: And I take it that it 
was, by the evolution of that policy, that you're elite 
athletes went to the high performance centre at York? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, they did. 

THE COMMISSIONER: And then, are you 
critical of that approach? 


THE WITNESS: On more one one occasion I 
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attempted to have the, you know, at least a discussion on 
how the money was paid because I felt the money should 
have been paid to the club and then to the coaches or 
athletes, you know, through that. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Instead of to the CTFA? 

THE WITNESS: No, instead of directly to 
the -- you're talking -- like I'm talking about the CTFA 
money. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Yes. 

THE WITNESS: If the CTFA money had a salary 
say of $30,000 for Charlie Francis, they paid Charlie 
Francis directly. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Yes, but that was funded 
by Sport Canada? 

THE WITNESS: That's correct. Now, if 
Charlie, you know, misqueued and made some type of a 
mistake, the CTFA, you know, personnel would call the club 
and say, you know, how come your coach made this mistake? 

And the difficulty I was having with this 
sort of thing was that if, you know, one boss is paying 
the funds directly to an employee, it's hard to look at 
someone else as being the person who has the control over 
that person. 

THE COMMISSIONER: No. But by the 


evolution, Mr. Francis and other coaches of his nature 
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all became integral parts of high performance centres? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, they did. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Not only in track and 
field but in other sports as well. So, you were going to 
lose control really of your elite athletes by this very 
process of high performance centres? 

THE WITNESS: Oh, definitely. 

THE COMMISSIONER: What's wrong with that? 
Nothing personal, you did a great job with your club. 
But, I just want to find out whether you say that was a 
wrong policy or not. 

THE WITNESS: Well, to me, I felt it was a 
wrong policy because the strength of the club was very 
often in the product that it ended up producing. 

THE COMMISSIONER: But there are better 
facilities at York than you had? 

THE WITNESS: There were better facilities, 
but those facilities were available anyone to use. 

THE COMMISSIONER: I see. Well, this ties 
in, though, were the other funding of the athletes 
themselves? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

THE COMMISSIONER: And funding for the 
organizations, the sport organization, the funding of 


athletes and that's the carding system. We have them in 
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Ontario, as well? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

THE COMMISSIONER: But I'm addressing my 
questions now to the Sport Canada funding of our athletes. 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

THE COMMISSIONER: While you were running 
the Scarborough Optomist Track and Field Club, you had 
some of your athletes already being funded before they 
switched to York? 

THE WITNESS: Oh, definitely. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Who determined who was 
going to be funded? 

THE WITNESS: That was determined -- 

THE COMMISSIONER: Who was going to be 
carded and what grade they would receive? 

THE WITNESS: Okay, that was set ona set of 
rules that was set down by the Canadian Track and Field 
Association, probably in conjunction with Sport Canada, 
and it was something along the lines that if -- this is 
just an example -- if someone made the top 100, they were 
classified as a carded athlete. That could be like a C -- 
this would be the top 100 in the world. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Well, in other words, 
they judge my performance by the top 100 performances in 


the world? 
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THE WITNESS: In the world. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Right. 

THE WITNESS: Yes, they would. 

THE COMMISSIONER: So if I was a high 
jumper, as unlikely as that may seem and if I -- if I 
jumped, say, within the top 100 of recorded other people's 
jumps? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Then I could become a C 
card, right? Theoretically --- 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

THE COMMISSIONER: What I just figured out, 
the ‘100, is 200 ‘the right figure or just what you -== 

THE WITNESS: No, I believe the 100 was one 
of the major cut-offs. 

THE COMMISSIONER: What about B then? 

THE WITNESS: For a B card athlete, now, 
here I'm sort of, you know, groping a little bit. I 
believe the A card athlete, if you had won an 
international medal such as an Olympic medal or a medal in 
the Commonwealth Games or the Pan American Games, that 
would, you know, have you an A card and the B was 
someplace in between. 

THE COMMISSIONER: We've heard someplace, 


though, you can't receive an A card unless you rank very 
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high on world standards? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, well to win one of --- 

THE COMMISSIONER: I think it's been 
suggested that the test is that unless you really have a 
good chance of winning a medal at the Olympics, you're not 
going to get an A card, is that what's happening. 

THE WITNESS: I would say it would be fairly 
qitfticuit. I'm not sure whether it's a medal or being a 
finalist. ‘I think’ the <=- 

THE COMMISSIONER: Well, all right because 
you have to sort of be in the finals or if you continue 
your performance you're likely to make the finals of an 
Olympic competition? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, I would think that's 
Eacnt. 

THE COMMISSIONER: So, that if I were, say, 
the top high jumper in Canada but I don't rank, say, the 
top eight in the world, then I would not be a carded A 
candidate, is that about right. 

THE WITNESS: You probably wouldn't be 
carded as A candidate. Now, with the high jump, at one 
time, Canada was ranked very high in the world so, you 
know, again.... 

THE COMMISSIONER: Well, that's why I 


selected high jump on this scenario that I'm thinking -- 
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dreaming about. 

Well, the funding, as I understand it, is to 
encourage those who perhaps could not afford it on their 
own to be able to pursue their athletic pursuits without 
having to get a job and also their academic pursuits, as 
well, if they take an advantage of it, isn't that the 
point? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, I think the funding was 
set up in such a way that if you were attending the 
university, you know, there was certain dollars that would 
going towards your tuition. 

THE COMMISSIONER: There is allowance for 
tuition as well as a monthly allowance of whatever it is? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, that's true. 

THE COMMISSIONER: And, but where, in your 
experience, where the athlete is taking advantage of the 
scholarship aspect of it or just devoting themselves to 
their athletic pursuits? 

THE WITNESS: Some of the athletes were and 
some of them weren't and it fluctuated from year-to-year. 
In a year like 1980 or 1984, you know, an Olympic year, 
the athletes often concentrated, you know, more on their 
training than, you know, than on their studies. 

THE COMMISSIONER: But, if the funding is 


only for those who have a chance of being a finalist in 
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Olympic competition, then those of our best Canadian 
athletes, who may not be quite that good but who should be 
encouraged to pursue athletic competition and scholarship 
pursuits, as well, would not be eligible, would they? 

I have no views on this; I'm just trying to 
find out whether that's the appropriate way of looking at 
a government funding program for athletes, if it's sort of 
conditional upon an Olympic chances. 

THE WITNESS: I don't think it's conditional 
upon Olympic chances, you know, per se by itself because 
the --- 

THE COMMISSIONER: But why shouldn't our 
best Canadian athlete, in a particular sport, if he wants 
to pursue athletic competition, do the best he can and 
pursue his studies and can't afford to do both without 
help, otherwise they have to get a job, would that not be 
one approach to funding our athletes? 

THE WITNESS: Sure, that could be one 
approach, yes. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Now, I am interested in 
this athletic reserve fund that you're speaking of. 

As I understand it, the theory is that as 
long as you're in international competition that these 
monies that you are earning, ina sense, are not treated 


as your own money at that time. They're put into a fund

THE COMMISSIONER: And without giving the 
details of it, in some cases high performance athletes can 
make a very, very substantial amount of monies? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, some. 

THE COMMISSIONER: As we have heard in Mr. 
Johnson's case while pursuing their athletic competition 
and still preserving that amateur status, right? 

THE WITNESS: snat" s correct. 

THE COMMISSIONER: But it is not considered 
to be his or her own money at that stage; that's supposed 
to be waiting there, it's invested, and it's not the same 
as handing all the money over to the athlete when he gets 
it from the sponsors or from the track meets or from the 
commercial endorsements? 

THE WITNESS: I am not sure whether they 
consider that is the athlete's own money and they are, you 
know, holding it there for them or not. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Well, if the athlete -- 
unless it's for some purpose, then it is a pure subterfuge 


to put it through a fund if the athlete can take whatever 
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he wants out at that time. It's the same as handing it 
right to him. 

THE WITNESS: No, there are rules and 
controls on what, you know, he is allowed to take out of 
that, you know, out of the fund. That is why they have 
the, you know, the person in Ottawa who happens to be 
Steve Findlay looking after the fund to make sure that it 
is used according to the rules as they exist. 

But in one of their meetings, the meeting in 
May that was at Mr. Savage's office, this was one of the 
questions that was brought up. And I believe it was 
brought up by Glen Caulkins and that was -- 

THE COMMISSIONER: Well, you questioned 
some of the wisdom to put it in one sense of some of these 
very substantial funds that were being taken out by Mr. 
Johnson. I am accepting the fact, I guess this was a much 
larger trust fund than they had experience with before, I 
suspect. 

THE WITNESS: Yes, it was. 

THE COMMISSIONER: But did you speak to the 
CTFA and ask them why would you authorize these, you know, 
very, very extravagant expenditures even for a very 
wealthy young man? 

THE WITNESS: The CTFA -- now, by the 


CTFA, Steve Findlay and I had talked about this on, you 
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know, more than one occasion. 

THE COMMISSIONER: And their view was in a 
sense I guess, well, it's his money, he can take it if he 
Wants to. 

THE WITNESS: No, they dragged their feet 
as much as they possibly could as well. And again, I 
think that, you know, some of these questions Steve would 
have to answer. 

THE COMMISSIONER: But you are the only one 
I have to question right now, so. 

THE WITNESS: Yes. Yes, like Ben would 
make contacts --

directly with the CTFA on these issues?

THE WITNESS: He spoke to Dr. Koch.

The only 
other possibility is, as the Commissioner suggested, that 
it was, from your evidence at least, that it was Charlie 
Francis saying that Desai Williams wants to go on 
Dianabol? 

Ax That's correct. 


Q. And if he said that, of course, he 
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would be completely misrepresenting your views according 
to your evidence? 

A. Well, why would he want to put 
Charlie's name on my record or my sheet? 

THE COMMISSIONER: No, he didn't understand 
the question. If Mr. Francis said that, in your presence 
to the doctor, then he was misstating the facts? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, he was. 


THE COMMISSIONER: All right.

o. Well, when you got into the doctor's 
office and the subject of steroids came up, you -- by that 
time you said that Charlie Francis was well aware of your 
views that you were opposed to the steroids?

himself to get them?

Q. Did he mention the name Dr. Astaphan at 
all during this meeting? 

A. In a sense, you could say, yeah, I think 
he did. I think he did. He didn't tell us where he got 
it from, but, you know, one can only assume, I guess. 

Q. I take it during the course of your 
track and field career, certainly up until this period of 
time, fall of 1987, you had never gone to Dr. Astaphan for 
anything at all? 

A. That's correct. 

Q. All right. Was there any further 
discussion about the so-called Estragol? 

Ku Bas 

Q. And, again, I just want to be clear 


about it so that we have it. Was there any discussion 
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from him or any suggestion from him that, "Look, if you go 
on a steroid program, there may be some risk that the 
drugs will generate side effects"? 

A. No, he didn't say anything to us about 
that. 

Q. And what particularly -- sorry. 

A. Go ahead. No, his comments were with 
the doses that we're going to be using, there won't by any 
Side effects or he don't think there will be any side 
effects. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Can you tell me what the 
dosage was? This was to be injected? 

A. Yes. He said anywhere from, since we 
were new to this thing, it may be anywhere from a quarter 
of .@ ee to bait’ :4 cer 

THE COMMISSIONER: And he had the little 
vial in front of him? 


A. Yes, he showed us the vial at the time, 


yes. 

THE COMMISSIONER: What happened to the 
vial? 

A. Pardon? 

THE COMMISSIONER: What happened to that 
vial? 


A. I guess he took it back to his room. 
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THE COMMISSIONER: I see. It was in his 
apartment? 
A. Yes. 


THE COMMISSIONER: Thank you. 


MR. ARMSTRONG: 

Q. And what did he say, if anything, about 
what effect the Estragol would have on your performance on 
the track? 

A. Well, he said, "You're going to get 
stronger," and, obviously, you know, with strength I guess 


increased speed, considering the physics behind it. 


Q. And at that time, did you have a family 


doctor? 

A» ut OS - a tGaG. 

Q. It wasn't Dr. Koch. It must have been 
somebody else. You don't need to mention his name, but 


did you see this doctor regularly? 

A. Did I see him? Just for my regular, my 
annual checkup. 

Q. Did Mr. Francis suggest that if you went 
on a steroid program that you should attend your family 
doctor? 

A. No, he didn't. 


Q. Was there any suggestion from him that 
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there should be regular -- 

A. No, there wasn't. 

Q. -- lab tests taken of your blood and 
whatever? 

A. No, there wasn't. 

Q. Then, Mr. Williams, was the discussion 
carried to any further stage at that point in time? Was 
there some decision reached as to whether or not Mark 
McKoy and you would embark upon an anabolic steroid 
program? 

A. We didn't make a firm decision. We 
said, “Well, we'll get back in touch with you or vice 
versa." Charlie said, "Well, you know, we'll get in touch 
with you. Training starts, say the first week of October, 
whatever, you know. We'll give you a call or whatever." 
Basically, that's as far as I can really take you. 

Q. Was any decision made at this point as 
to with or without steroids Mark McKoy and you would 
rejoin the Francis group under the Mazda Optimists’ 
banner? 

A. With or without? 

Q. Yes. 

A. I don't think so, no. I don't think 
there was any discrepancy about that at all. 


Q. Was there any -- I assume the discussion 
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that you've referred to, what you say started with saying 
"Mark and I want to try something completely different,” 
and you got into a discussion about steroids, I assume you 
also must have discussed the fact that you wanted to come 
back and have him coach you? 

A. Well, under the circumstances, it was, 
the facts were there. It was understood. 

Q. All right. So the Rome meet was the end 
of August? 

A. Yes. 

Q. The 100-metre final was August the 30th, 
1987, as I recall it. You were back in Toronto 
approximately when, early September, mid-September? 

A. I'd say mid-September. 

Q. And you went to some other meets after 
that. So was this discussion with Charlie Francis shortly 
after you and Mark McKoy had gotten back from the European 
meets? 

A. I can't remember if it was shortly after 
or a week or two after. 

Oe It doesn't matter. Thank you. So what 
happened next, did Mark and you have some discussion 
about -- 

A. I didn't, I didn't sit down and really 


went over it with Mark, basically. You know, I just said, 
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well, I made up my own mind, and, you know, I'm going to 
try something; I'm going to try it on my own, no matter 
what Mark thinks or what, you know -- because at the time, 
I think, you know, I am pretty much capable of 
understanding, you know, what was going on at the time so 
I, you know, decided to try it. 

Q. So what happened next then? You 
obviously made a decision one way or another? 

A. Correct. 

Q. And what was the decision? 

A. Bede 2. 

Q. So did you get back in touch with Mr. 
Francis? 

A. He got in touch with me, actually. 

Q. Yes? Tell us about that, please. 

A. It was just a phone call, you know, 
because we live adjacent to each other. 

Q. What did Mr. Francis say? 

A. Oh, okay. He just said, "Come over, 
and, you know, before you resume training, just come over 
and get your shot." Those were his exact words, "Just 
come and get your shot.” 

Q. And presumably that would have been 
early October, would it? 


hi Yes, it would have been early October. 
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Q. And you went to his apartment and 
presumably began a program of injections of this milky 
white liquid which had been described to you as Estragol? 

A. Correct. 

Q. All right. Did you also receive 
injections of Vitamin B-12 and inosine? 

A. Okay. That was a combination. That was 
a mixture you used with the milky white substance. 

Q. All right. And did Mr. Francis mix 
those in your presence? 

As. NGS 

Q. Were they premixed when you got into his 
room; is that it? 

Ae Yess 

Q. And then throughout -- I don't want to 
go through this injection by injection, so is it fair to 
say then throughout the fall training period on a regular 
basis you attended Charlie Francis' apartment or received 
from him injections of the steroid which he had described 
as Estragol and also inosine and Vitamin B-12? 

A. Correct, twice a week, actually. 

Q. Twice a week, all right. And running up 
until when, early December, was it? 

A. For me, I got hurt, and I think Charlie 


told me I shouldn't do any of it again for that time frame 
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because I didn't go through the whole period because I got 
hurt. 

Q. So your cycle then was interrupted? 

A. ~“Correct. 

Q. And then, Mr. Williams, did you come to 
any conclusions, make any observations about how the 
steroid was affecting you physically? 

A. Well, I got a little bit -- well, Z got 
a little bit stronger in terms of my bench press. You 
know, I gained a few pounds on that. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Are we talking about the 
fall now of '87? 

A. THe L6Li ot "87, ves. 

THE COMMISSIONER: And it was during that 
training period that you got hurt? 

A. Yes, I got hurt, say, maybe a couple of 
weeks before Christmas or a few weeks before Christmas. 


THE COMMISSIONER: I see. 


MR. ARMSTRONG: 


Q. All right. Then you got a bit stronger 


in terms of your bench press. What effect, if any, did 
eG ++ 

A. Recovery time -- 

Q. -- steroid have on your running ability 
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on the track, do you know? 

A. Recovery times and everything else would 
increase, you know. I could do, I can endure more work 
over a shorter period of time. 

Q. And then you competed, I believe, in the 
indoor season that winter? 

As. COPTecrc. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Were you told what the 
clearance time was for Estragol? 

A. I think, I think at the time Charlie 
said something like, what he said, thirty-something days 
Sr" "S0mMecuang Like Hat. -fut 2 got hurt, so it didnt 
really apply. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Did you ever discuss 
Anavar with Mr. Francis because that has a shorter 
clearance time? 

A. NG, 2 Oo. not. 


THE COMMISSIONER: I see. 


MR. ARMSTRONG: 

o. I haven't asked you this, and I should, 
just so that we bring that story to its conclusion. When 
you had returned from the European circuit and having 
received the Anavar in Rome, it was your intention at that 


time to try a cycle of Anavar. I take it that what 
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happened was that after your discussion with Mr. Francis 
and his recommendation that you decided to follow his 
recommendation and not take the Anavar? 

A». GOrrect,. 

Q. Do you know or recall what you did with 
the Anavar tablets? 

A. I didn't throw them away. I kept them 
around the apartment. 

Q. Do you still have them? 

A. No, I don't. 

Q. And when -- were they thrown out or 
discarded at some point? 

A. Yes, they were. 

Q. When was that? 

A. When I came back from Seoul. 

Q. That would have been in October of '88? 

A. Correct. 

THE COMMISSIONER: At the same time as the 
Dianabol tablets?

THE COMMISSIONER: Molly Killingbeck said at 
one stage --

THE COMMISSIONER: And did you have a 
discussion with her at that stage about throwing them out? 

A. Did I have a discussion? She asked me 
what she should do with them, and I said, "Throw them 
away." 

THE COMMISSIONER: Was the Anavar in the 


same trunk? 
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THE COMMISSIONER: I'm sorry I interrupted. 
You threw those out, too, I guess, at the same time? 

A. Because I came home a couple of days 
after Molly had already arrived in Toronto. 

THE COMMISSIONER: I see. You were starting 
the indoor season, and I think I asked the question about 


the clearance time at that stage. 


MR. ARMSTRONG: Fine. And as is my custom, 
I'm going to move back from the point I had reached. When 
you were attending at Charlie Francis' apartment in the 
fall of 1987, without naming names at this point, were you 
aware that there were other athletes also going to Charlie 
Francis' apartment to receive injections of the milky 
white substance called Estragol? 

As Correct. 

Q. And then during the course of the indoor 
season in Europe, do you recall becoming aware that there 
was some concern about the fact that Charlie Francis was 
keeping in his apartment some of these steroids, namely 
the Estragol, and that there was a concern that the 
non-users of steroids might find out that they were there? 

A. No, there was no conversation as far as 
ITican recollect. 


Q. And, in particular, I want to ask you if 
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you recall a conversation in a hotel room in Europe, 
probably in Genoa, that involved Mark McKoy and Ben 
Johnson, Angella Issajenko, and you, concerning the fact 
that these steroids were in Charlie Francis' apartment and 
there was concern that the circle of knowledge might widen 
beyond the users? 

A. I don't recall that conversation. 

Q. I just want to see if I can refresh your 
memory further, and it's my obligation, in any event, to 
put to you the evidence of others on this point. Angella 
Issajenko testified that you, Mark McKoy, Ben Johnson, she 
and Charlie were at a track meet in Europe, probably in 
Genoa, or she said Genoa. There was some discussion in 
around.== 

THE COMMISSIONER: At what time? 

MR. ARMSTRONG: This is the end of February 
1988. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Were you there, at that 
meet? 


A. Yes, I was. 


MR. ARMSTRONG: 
Q. And there was some discussion in a room 
shared by you and Mark McKoy. She testified that either 


at that time or perhaps, on my review of the transcript, 
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it's not entirely clear, it may have been later, but 
probably at that time in the room in Genoa, it was decided 
by Mark McKoy and you that there were too many people in 
Charlie's apartment and you did not want other people to 
know about your business? 

A. When you say too many people in 
Charlie's apartment, can you clarify yourself, please? 

QO. Well, that was Angella Issajenko's 
testimony. I don't think I would be unfair to put a 
characterization on it that she was indicating that there 
were too many people in and out of his apartment --

Q. Mr. Williams, there was one other piece 
of evidence that I forgot to put to you. 

Back in the summer of 1982, Mr. Francis 
testified that he obtained some Winstrol or stanozolol 
tablets, I believe at that time, from Bishop Dolegiewicz 
and they were two milligram tablets and he gave bottles, 
he said, to Ms. Issajenko, Tony Sharpe, Ben Johnson and 
you. 

Do you have any recollection of having 
received some two milligram Winstrol or stanozolol tablets 
in the summer of 1982 from Mr. Francis? 

A. Like I said before, the only substance 
that I got from Charlie in 1982 were the ones in the 
vitamin bottle. 


THE COMMISSIONER: I'm sorry, you dropped 
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your voice. I'm sorry. You said the only tablets you got 
was the -- 

THE WITNESS: In the vitamin bottle from 
Charlie in 1982. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Thank you. 

THE WITNESS: And stanozolol, or whatever 
it's called, it's only until the summer. That's the first 


time I ever heard of that substance. 


MR. ARMSTRONG: 
oe When you say that's the first time you 


ever heard of it, when, in the summer of '82 you heard of 


it? 

A. Summer of '88. 

O. Oh, summer of '88.. All.right.  ,Arcer 
the -- presumably after the Olympic finals? 

. Exactly. 

. Then I want to go back to 1988 now and 


again some evidence that was given by witnesses who 
appeared before you. 

First of all, when Angella Issajenko 
testified, she brought to our attention a reference in her 
diary for February the 25th, 1988 which read, "Saw Molly 
Desai..." -- "Saw Molly, Desai and Mark, reached 


compromise," and it was her evidence that there was a 
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meeting at her house involving you, Molly, McKoy and 

Mark -- sorry, Molly Killingbeck and Mark McKoy and you 
and her, of course, and there was a discussion about, as 
she described it, another cycle of steroids. There was a 
discussion about taking an injectable and also taking some 
Orals, as she described it. 

She said that Molly and she agreed to some 
shots of Estragol, quarter cc, and she said that Mark and 
Desai decided to do what they had done with Charlie in the 
Peas. 5 

Before I ask you another question or ask you 
a question, indeed, just let me refer you to some evidence 
that Molly Killingbeck gave on the same meeting. She 
testified she was there; she said there was this 
discussion about the cycle of steroids. She said you 
brought up the subject of Anavar; you suggested that 
Anavar would be better than whatever orals were being 
discussed. And, of course, she mentioned that she 
recalled your getting the Anavar in Rome. 

I think that fairly summarizes the evidence 
from both Ms. Issajenko and Ms. Killingbeck on that 
meeting. 

Do you recall the meeting at Angella 


Issajenko's house? 
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Q. And can you tell us, in your own words, 
what your recollection is of the meeting? 

A. I don't think I was vocal in the 
meeting basically because, I mean, this is my first time 
being involved in any sort of a steroid thing. The only 
thing: --- 

THE COMMISSIONER: What meeting was this, 
ce SOrrve? 

MR. ARMSTRONG: February the 25th is the 
date of the entry in --- 

THE COMMISSIONER: '88? 

MR. ARMSTRONG: In Angella Issajenko's 
diary.

THE COMMISSIONER: Thank you. L'm* SOr Rvs ws 
interrupted you. 

THE WITNESS: This is the first time that 
I've ever been involved in any sort of discussion with 
steroids anyway, so -- I mean, the only thing that I could 
basically relay was -- my information that I got from Rome

A. Myself, Mark, Waldemar Matuszewski, 


Charlie Francis and his fiance were on one flight. 


Jamie, Ben and -- who else? I think maybe 
Atlee Mahorn might have been -- yeah, Atlee was there, on 
another flight, because there was a discrepancy. Both 


flights went through London and they had to reconnect with 
another flight out of London back to Toronto. 

Ox All right. Going back then to the 
discussion with Charlie Francis up at the track centre, 
what was the response of the people attending the meeting 
to the suggestion that there be another cycle of drugs 
before the Olympic Games?

Olympics. Did it concern you that a month before the 
Olympics, in the meet in Zurich, you only ran 8th? 

Pus No, it didn't concern me any because I 
think, if you can recall when I came back home, I was 
still confident because I already said to one of the -- a 
TV interviewer here, he asked me what do I think about -- 
you know, we had a bad summer in Europe, what do I think 
about Seoul. 

And I said to him, you know, I'm not going 
to worry about him because I think the same 8 guys that 
ran in Zurich are going to be by the same 8 guys in the 
finals in Seoul and, low and behold, there was only one 
person that didn't make it and that was Chidi Imoh because 
he got hurt.

everything was a little bit off. 


MR. ARMSTRONG: 

Oo. Recognizing that you had already made 
the decision not to go back on a steroid cycle, did it 
seem strange to you, if*I can put it that way, that as 
close to the Olympics as you were, that Charlie Francis 
was recommending a cycle of steroids? 

A. Well, not at all because I think he 
should have -- of everybody, he should have known because 
he said to me before that they've done it before in the 
past. They've used it before. So I think the clearest 


date I think you had, like, enough period of time before 
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you ran anyways to get off the substance, and you had 
enough days to basically clear.

Oo. Could I just have a moment, please? 

I'm sorry. I want Exhibit 126, thank you. 

Now, Mr. Williams I'm sure you're aware of 
the evidence in this Inquiry from both Mr. Francis and Ms. 
Issajenko that when the group returned to Toronto, there 
indeed, was a cycle of steroids or a steroid drug program 
devised, the author of which was Dr. Astaphan. 

And I just want to show you a sheet of paper 
that has been entered as Exhibit 126 which is a document 
in Dr. Astaphan's handwriting which sets out the protocal 
commencing on August 23rd for Angella Issajenko. 

And there is a protocal that involves 
injections of inosine, Estragol and growth hormone. The I 
standing for the inosine, the E for the Estragol and the G 
for the growth hormone. 

Now, did you become aware that some members 
of the group, including Angella Issajenko, received such a 
protocal from Dr. Astaphan? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Were you aware that Mark McKoy received 
a sheet from Dr. Astaphan similar to this, that was 


intended for you and Mark McKoy? 
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A. No, sir. 

om You were living with Mark McKoy at his 
house at that time? 

A. Yes, I was. 

oO. And I expect the evidence will be from 
Mark McKoy that he received a protocal sheet, if I can 
describe it as such, like Exhibit 126 from Dr. Astaphan, 
up at York University after practice, and also received a 
vial of growth hormone and that the protocal sheet was 
intended for you and Mark McKoy as was, of course, the 
growth hormone. 

I expect that's what he's going to say. 

A. Well, if you say that, I did not see 
whatever Mark received. 

o And did Mark McKoy ever tell you, prior 
to the events in Seoul, that Dr. Astaphan had devised such 
a protocal for you and him? 

A. No, sir. 

G* Is -- Mark McKoy, I take it, is a good 
friends of yours? 

A. He's a friend of mine, yes. He's my 
best friend, actually. 

Q. I -- just ask you this, is it perhaps 
not surprising that your best friend would not have told 


you about the fact that he had received some growth 
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hormone and a drug protocal for both you and him? 

A. No, it doesn't surprise me any. I 
think Mark is his own person and if Mark and I were 
supposed to be doing the same thing and we decided not to 
do it, I don't think Mark would have showed me the paper 
or told me about anything. 

2 I'm not, believe me, going to beleager 
this, but let me suggest that this -- this to you, 
wouldn't your best friend come home and say, look, Desai, 
I just met Astaphan and he's given us growth hormone, 
given this protocal. I know you're not interested, I'm 
not interested and just toss it away. 

re Maybe that's what he did. 

MR. FUTERMAN: Mr. Commissioner --- 

THE COMMISSIONER: There's nothing wrong 
with that question, Mr. Futerman. 

He said 
it wasn't said and now he's asking, would he do this?

But, it's just a followup 
question. 

THE WITNESS: Well, if I say this to Mr. 
Armstrong. 

MR. ARMSTRONG: I think you better hold up. 


I'm sorry, I didn't get the Commissioner's ruling. 
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THE COMMISSIONER: He's just trying to 
pursue the fact that if Mr. McKoy did get such a document 
for your joint interests, it would be normal for somebody 
to discuss it even if you weren't going to use it.

Did you have 
a discussion with her about the possibility of Ben Johnson 
having been sabotaged? 


a Well, what I heard from Angie was that 
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Charlie phoned and told her that one of the theories could 
have been that Waldemar was administering a steroid in the 
cream. And I just, you know, like it doesn't make any 
sense at all to me. 

And I think at the time Angie said -- well, 
I think Charlie told Angie not to mention anything to 
anybody, just leave it as is, it's just a suggestion. And 
I think a couple -- maybe the same day of the relay, I 
think, she mentioned something to the media about it that 
it could have been Waldemar.

THE COMMISSIONER: Thank you. Mr. Pratt. 

MR. PRATT: I'm happy to start, Mr. 
Commissioner, but I'll be more than ten minutes, I'm 
afraid. 


THE COMMISSIONER: Well, carry on, please. 
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MR. PRATT: 

Q. Mr. Williams, I would like to begin, and 
I should just tell you, I'm not as famous as some of my 
friends here, my name is Alan Pratt. I represent Charlie 
Francis. 

I would like to begin on following up on 
some of the questions that Ms. Rothstein has been asking 
you relating to this visit to Dr. Koch in either the fall 
of '81 or it would appear, possibly, seven years plus a 
day today by my calculations, April of 1982. Now, I think 
you told us that the visit to Dr. Koch began as a casual 
reference by Mr. Francis that he was driving downtown to 
Visit his doctor; isythat right? 

As Correct. 

Q. And that you more or less happened to be 
tagging along? 

Ae Correct. 

Q. How far ahead of the time had Mr. 
Francis suggested that you might accompany him downtown? 

A. That morning of the workout, he said he 
was going downtown. 

Q. Did it seem to you to be -- maybe this 
isn't a fair question, and if it isn't, you don't have to 
answer it -- that this was some kind of premeditated plan 


by Mr. Francis to get you to Dr. Koch's office? 
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A. Probably. 

Q. Was it your impression that, when you 
arrived in Dr. Koch's office, that he was expecting to see 
you as well as Mr. Francis? Or did you form an 
impression? 

A. No, I waited outside while Charlie went 
inside. 

Q. And as far as you were concerned, Mr. 
Francis was seeing his doctor relating to some matter of, 
relating to his personal health, not in relation to 
yourself? 

A. COrrect. 

Q. How did it come then, how did it come 
about that you provided what appears to be considerable 
amount of personal information to the doctor? I wonder if 
you could go through this in more detail, if you can 
recall? 

A. Well, actually, what I happened was, if 
I can recall 100 percent, he brought me in, put me on the 
table, and there was a discrepancy about my hamstring 
strength, either the left one or the right one, and I 
think it was the left one that was hurt. And the 
discrepancy started from there, and he assessed me right 
there and then and said I had an imbalance between the 


left hamstring and the right hamstring. 
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Q. Perhaps we can just slow down a little 
bit. Mr. Francis -- you were asked to come into the 
doctor's office where he is -- 

THE COMMISSIONER: At this stage, I'm rather 
puzzled by it. You think Francis is the patient, not you? 

A. That's what I assumed, sir, yes. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Suddenly you go in. Did 
you strip?

THE COMMISSIONER: He just examined your 
hamstring with your trousers on? 

A. He put me on the table and did this 
hamstring test. Basically, you raise your heels --

MR. PRATT: Well, thank you, Mr. 
Commissioner. I think you covered some of the matters I

Q. Do you recall, sir, giving the doctor 
personal information such as your telephone number, 
address, and a number which may or may not be your OHIP 
number? 

A. I can't recall ever giving him my OHIP 


number or anything like that, sir. Possibly my phone 
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number and address, yes. 

rs Are you prepared to agree now -- I took 
it you were a moment ago -- that somehow as a result of 
this visit, you did provide a urine and blood sample 
either to the doctor or to a lab in relation to his visit? 
Would you agree with that now? 

A. Chances are, I didn't. 

Q. All right. And would it appear also, 
according to the documents that Miss Rothstein was 
referring to a moment ago, that somehow the doctor 
obtained sufficient information to fill out a normal 
patient record of some sort with the pertinent personal 
information in relation to yourself, sir? 

A. Possibly. 

Q. So that as far as he was concerned, it 
seems that he left a trail of paper behind indicating that 
you were indeed his patient? 

A. I was not Dr. Koch's patient, sir. 

Q. All right. But as far as the records 
left by the doctor are concerned, it would seem that he 
treated you in that light, as a patient of his? 

A. Chances are, yes. 

oF So perhaps you -- So what you're saying 
then, just to summarize it, that you came in as simply 


accompanying Mr. Francis -- 
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A. Correct.

The question was what discussions you had -- in 
April 1982 you were given a bottle of these pills?

THE WITNESS: But he said a year and a half 
after. 

THE COMMISSIONER: No, the discussion was 
what discussion did you have with Mr. Francis between that 
day and the date you left his group which is the year and 
a half later.

MR. PRATT: That was the question, Mr.

THE COMMISSIONER: Pardon?

THE COMMISSIONER: The question was, what 
was the discussion you had in this year and a half 
because you were still training with Mr. Francis?

THE COMMISSIONER: And he wanted to know 
what discussion you had about these pills that he had 
given you? 

THE WITNESS: Well, I guess he assumed I 
was taking them. 


THE COMMISSIONER: All right. 


MR. PPEATT. 

Q. He did -- in the evidence given by Mr. 
Francis, he indicated that there was a program of cycling 
where the athletes to whom anabolic steroids were being 
provided, they would take for a period of time and they 
would be off for a period. And he also indicated that it 
was important to insure that tests in competition would be 
negative? 

A. Mm-hmm. 

Oo, Now, are you telling us, sir, that 


there were no discussions between yourself and Mr. Francis 
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about the commencement of cycles? 

A. Charlie had mentioned something like 
that but I was not interested in it because I was not 
interested in taking any steroids so maybe he might have. 

Os So, if Mr. Francis were to have 
mentioned -- possibly have mentioned that type of issue, 
how would you have reacted? 

A. Calmly. 

O¢ Would you have led him to believe that 
you were continuing to take the pills? 

A. Because I knew his sRtleowen his 
coaching philosophies, yes. 

oF So you, for a year anda half, you 
effectively deceived him? 

As If you want to say deception, yes. 

Q. All I'm saying is that he thought you 
were taking anabolic steroids and you weren't and you were 
leading him, your coach, to believe that you were? 

A. Yes, and even after that. Even after I 
left Charlie, he still thought that I was taking steroids. 
I heard many comments about it before, too. 

at Are you talking about the period before 


you went back to him? 


A The period after I left from Charlie, 


from °*83 on. 
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Q. And before you went back in '87? 
a, Correct. 
aF So, as far as Mr. Francis was aware, 


you led him to believe that you were on a program of 
steroids? 

A. If you want to call it that, yes. 

MR. PRATT: All right. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Perhaps it would be a
